2. Claims 1-5 and 1 1-15 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record teaches 
an underwater wide-band electro-acoustic transducer comprising a plurality of individual 
ceramic transducer cylinders that are axially and concentrically arranged.
